To 
corroborate the story of the bloody affray 
as told by Otho Hill, a number of wit- 
nessee were put on the stand last even- 
ing to show that Harrah struck the first 
blow. They were William Cole, H. Up- 
house, W. Pennypaoker, Joe Newsham, 
Nume Hill and Elmer Gardner.

On oross-esamination Charles Miohenor 
testified thai he believed that Lon Hill 
kicked at Harrah first before the defend- 
ant used the knife. Dr. W. W. Toby tes- 
tified that he heard Harrah talking in a 
drug store after AUmson and Otho Hill 
had the first fight. Then Harrah said 
the Hills might whip Charley (meaning 
himself) when he was drunk, but they 
couldn't do it when he was sober. He 
said he could lick them both, and that he 
would hurt them and hurt them bad.
